Have we counted the cost of disunion ? 
must follow the dismemberment of our con- 
federacy, and are we prepared to meet 
them as men should ever encounter what- 
ever is inevitable, with a bold heart and a 
serene countenance? It is to be presumed 
that we have not; for the consequences are 
so appalling, and the inducements so trifting, 
that the one could never account for the oth- 
er, unless upon the idea that our citizens are 
mad with rage, or impotent through folly. 
Death may be preferable to dishonor—de- 
struction to disgrace; but when both may 
be avoided with facility, it is insanity to 
seek them. Until we are assured that the 
Union can no longer possibly be preserved, 
the man who advocates or favors a disrup- 
tion of a people which must be one or nothiug, 
is both a traitor and a fool. A traitor, be- 
cause he would destroy the state—a fool, 
because, by so doing, he must inevitably de- 
stroy himself in the end. However compli- 
cated a mackine may be, it may be perfectly 
adapted to its purpose while united in ac- 
with its design —separate it, and it 
is worthless. | 
What, then, is the Union worth? We can 
only compute its value, by reflecting upon 
the consequences of a separation of its now 
harmouious parts. In proportion as this

If without union, we 
may be as prosperous, as peaceful, and as 
happy as we now are, as free from danger 
from without and within, then the Union is 
valueless, and those who conceived it and 
perfected it, labored in vain. They were 
but acts of folly, and deserve reprobation 
instead of thanks; contempt. instead of 
esteem. But they have borne the charac- 
ter of wise men, and hitherto the people have 
unanimously joined in the approval of. their 
sagacity, and admiration of their far-seeing 
prudence. The Union is worth something, 


is deceived. We have a foundation to begin 
upon, unless we may presume that the civi- 
lized world has chosen to approve what in 
reality deserved its censure.
